Prince de Sagen, who fs the cousin of 
Count Boni de Castellaneé, Mme. Gould's 
divorced husband, has been touring Italy 
and the Riviera with Mme. Gould and 
her three sons. They left New York 
after a sensational and stormy stay 
there, punctuated with Interviews with 
George and Helen Gould, 

Goulds Drop Opposition. 

Before leaving France for America, 
Prince de Sagen had an encounter with 
Count Boni, who spat in his face. The 
Count was later fined-one franc, or 19 
cents, for this ‘‘outrage.” 

As already stated in these dispatches, 
the Gould family’s opposition to the 
marriage has been withdrawn. Th-* 
banns will be published next Sunday and 
the marriage will take place a fort- 
night later, the Freneth law requiring 
that the bans be published ten days in 
advance of the wedding. 

There will be both eivil and’ relig- 
ious ceremonies, the latter under the 
Protestant rite. The ¢ouple will be 
married under what is.known in 





France as the “separation of property 
régime,” each party to remain in ab- 
solute control] of his or her own for- 
tune, which, in the event of death, 
shall not pass to the survivor, but to 
the heirs of the deccased. 

Will Reside in France, 

After the marriage the couple will 
reside in France, the idea of selling 
Mme. -Gould’s magnificent mansion on 
the Avenue Malakoff and her country 
Seat, the Chateau Marais, and living 
abroad, which was contemplated, hav- 
ing been abandoned. 

Count Boni De Castellane is pre- 
pared the moment the banns are pub- 
lished to bring suit to transfer the 
custody of the Castellane children to 
himself cn the ground that Prince De 
Sagan is not fit to be their stepfa- 
ther. The Count, however, evidently 
is not yet apprised of the exact sit- 
uation as he imagines that Mme, 
Gould is still hesitating with regard 
to the marriage. He counts upon the 
continued opposition of George Gould, 
who, he says, is expected in Paris 
within a fortnight. 

There is an intimation from sources 
friendly to Mme. Gould that Count Boni

Railroad ‘Bridge: in - Dallas . Is 
Swept Away and Homes 
Are Submerged. 





DALLAS. Tex. May 25.—Flood condi- 


tions throughout the eastern and mid- 
del sections.of Té@xas and Southeast Ok- 
lahoma still are -serious. 

In Dallas, the Trinity River is at a 
height of 41.5 feet and at noon still was 
rising, with low sections*of the city 
flooded, forcing residents to remove to 
higher ground. Many of the people were 
being taken from roofs of their houses 
and from trees.by boats. 

The Texas & Pacific and the Santa 
Fe railroads have been compelled to 
abandon traffic’ to the West, owing to 
several bridges being swept out by. high 
water. 

At Dallae today a section of the Texas 
& Pacific Railway..bridge was washed 
out and 15 men weye thrown into the 
river, six being drowned. 

In‘ Dallas the city is without water 
and a fire in* the Continental Gin Co.'s 
plant caused a loss of several thousand 
dollars before it was extinguished by 7 
water pumped out of the flooded streets. 

Waco reports the Brazos River high- 
er than ever known. The flood caused 
great damage to the crops along the 
Brazos and its tributaries. Ratlroads 
in the vicinity of Waco also report con- 
siderable damage and delay te traffic. 

Telegraphic communication to the 
west of Dallas is cut off almost com- 
pletely. 

Street car bridges are under water 
and traffic over these lines has been sus- 
pended. Traffic on the interurban be- 
tween this city and Fort Worth has 
been discontinued. A section of the 
Texas & Pacific Railway bridge has 
been wadhed away and service to the 
west has been abandoned. 

In Dallas there will be much distress 
as the water and light companies have 


‘been closed down, thelr. plants having 


been flooded. A section of the Santa 
Fe railroad bridge has gone down. 

The financial loss will be heavy. Peo- 
ple living along the river below the city 
were not prepared for the sudden rise, 
During the early morning there were 
many narow escapes from drowning. 

Owners of live stock were forced to 
remove their animals from the river 
bottom. A number of cattlé and horses 
were swept away by the flood.

The End of Miracles,

Reservoirs Under Roof. 
Two of the largest roofs in the world, 


covering approximately 16 acres, and 
embodying building methods and mate- 
rial never before adapted to such a pur- 
pose are described by Popular Mechan- 
ices. The roofs are being built at Los 
Angeles, Cal. Each is being placed on a 
city reservoir, one 10 acres in extent 
and the other six, and reinforced con- 
crete pliers are used as supports. In 
the Bellevue, the smaller of the two 
reservoirs, these piers are 47 feet long, 
and ll be submerged over # feet, and 
on the other, the Ivanhoe, -. feet.

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MISSOURI LOBBY 
LAW PROPOSED 
OR CONGRESS 


Bartholdt Offers Bill Requir- 
ing Legislative Agents 
to Register. 








By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—The Missouri 
idea of restraining lobbyists by making 
them register and state their business 
was introduced in Congress today by 
Representative Bartholdt of St. Louis. 
Mr. Bartholdt offered a bill following the 
lines of the Missouri and New York 
laws, and announced that his purpose 
was to push the measure when Con- 
grees meets in December. 

The bill provides that every legisla- 
tive agent or attorney shall register as 
soon as he arrives in Washington with 
the United States Attorney General, 
stating his business at tmé capitol, and 
whom he represents and what he is 
paid. 

The bill forbids registration to any 

Imprisonment Provided. 
lobbyist werking on a contingent fee 
depending upon the success or failure of 
the bill he is issuing. The only lobby- 
ists excluded from the effect of the 
measure are those representing States, 
counties and municipalities. The penalty 
for violation of the law is one year’s 
imprisonment or a $500 fine, or both. 

The Lilley case revealed the methods 
of lobbyists in Washington, as it de- 
veloped that both the Electric and the 
Lake Submarine Boat companies had 
agents at work here constantly. But 
the Lilley case is only an instance, 
according to Mr. Bartholdt. 

‘“‘Members of Congress are constantly 
badgered by representatives of differ- 
ent interests affected by pending bills,’’ 
said Mr. Bartholdt. “For instance, 
when Congress is considering the cre- 
ation of parks in Washington or the 
purchase of real estate for public build- 
ings, the real estate sharks swarm 
about us and make life a burden. I 
have had to be discourteous and refuse 
to see them in order to get relief. 

Applies te Union Labor. 

“This bill does not apply only to the 
lobbyists of capital and corporation. It 
appiles also to the agents of union la- 
bor and of all societies interested in 
“ee. 

“It would apply to the lobby main- 
tained here to push the Littlefield bill 
and other measures for the restriction 
of personal liberty.

Affidavits are to be filed Thursday 
in Judge Foster’s Court, in an attempt 
to establish the identity of Frank Dor- 
an, plaintiff in a $4500 damage suit 
against William E. Keown.

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UTILITIES BILL 
UF PRIESMEVER 
UP TO COUNCIL 


Measure Will Go Before That 
Body Tuesday, but Seems 
Doomed. 


EXPERT IS NEEDED 


Services of High-Class Man 
Not Provided for in Dele- 
gate’s Legislation. 


The City Council will receive from 
the House of Delegates Tuesday Dele- 
gate Priesmeyer’s bill for the creation 
of a public service commission, consti- 
tuted with the Mayor as its chairman 
and three Councilmen and three Dele- 
gates as its members. 

With the exception of Thomson, every 
Councilman has recorded himself as un- 
alterably opprcsed to any commission 
which shall include Assemblymen in its 
membership. Mr. Thomson has said he 
prefers a commission which shall give 
the Municipal Assembly such represen- 
tation, but he voted with other Council- 
men for Councilman Cramer’s bill~—one 
that leaves the body's personnel entire- 
ly to the Mayor. 

Bill Doomed in Council. 

With $ Mayor Wells outspokenly 
against the Priesmeyer bill, it is a fore- 
gone conclusion that the Council never 
will accept it. The likelihood of any 
compromise that will give the House of 
Delegates a voice in the selection of 
commissioners or in their confirmation, 
is remote. 

Leaders of the Council, like Crunden, 
Norvell, Lambert, Hauschulte and Fitz- 
simmons, have announced they will not 
retreat from their first position. Even 
Cramer and Forman, -Republicans, -are 
staunchly against any plan to give the 
House a hand in the making of a com- 
mission beyond the passage of the en- 
abling ordinance. 

Lacks Legislative Power. 

A public utilities commission, however 
established, will have no legislative 
powers. Its functions would be limited 
by law te a preliminary investigation 
of the franchises, rates, cost, character 
of service and facilities of the several 
corporations sought to be regulated and 
to recommendations of remedial legisla- 
tion. 

Ultimately the Municipal Assembly 
would have te sanction and pass’ what- 
ever regulative ordinances are put on 
the books. In doing that the Assembly 
might accept or disregard, as it chose, 
any recommendation made by the com- 
mission, er might decline any sort of 
regulation. 

Power to Combine Not Favored. 


Advocates of regulation point to cer- 
tain defects in Priesmeyer’s bill. Chief 
of its objectionable features, they say, 
is its inclusion of members of the House 
in the membership of the Commission. 
With the combine still in control, it Is 
certain that these memberships would 
g0 to delegates in that coterie. 

As oppértunities for corruption of the 
Commissioners ‘at the hands of the big 
corporations which are to be regulated 
is so great, it is held, members of the 
combine ought not to be clothed with 
power to defeat the intention for which 
the Commission will be created. 

Measure Has Wenknesses. 

Failure to provide for open sessions 
of the commission, access to its records, 
6nd public hearings on- important sub- 
jects undér its consideration, are indi- 


cated as other vital weaknesses in Pries- 
meyer'’s measure. Complete publicity is 
asked as a corrective for the combine’s 
participation in the investigations of 
public utilities. 

No chance for jugglery or bartering, 
it is contended, should be permitted 
if the combine is to have a hand in 
regulation. 

riesmeyer’s bill does not provide spe- 
cifically for the employment of experts 
to ascertain what are reasonable Costs 
of gas, electricity, telephones, street 
railways, etc., and what are fair charges 
for service. It is held that no mem 
of the Municipal Assembly is competent 
to answer those questions to the satis- 
faction of a court. 

Would Give Expert $10,000 a Year. 

The position of secretary—with a sal- 
ary of $1800 a year—not regarded as re- 
moving this objection. 

A man whiose services would be Valy 
able to the commission is not obtain- 
able at any such figure. Ten thousand 
dollars a year is the cornpensation which 
Councilman Cramer's bill would give 
the commission's expert. 

Establishing a commission 
pétuo—as Priesmeyer'’s bill 
Diates--is condemned because of the 
ready pretext which it offers for delay- 
ing regulation. 

While the term of the commissioners 
would be coincident with théir officia! 
term as delegates and councilmen, the 
continuance of the commission beyond 
the life of the present Assembly is 
deemed unwise, because the positions 
might come to be viewed. as ‘good

“My present visit to the South is to 
keep a long-standing engagement to ad- 
dress the Alumni Association of Alabama 
University at Tuscaloosa. It can hardly 
have any political significance, because 
Alabama has already chosen her dele- 
gates to the Denver Convention. 

Made a Fair Fight. 

“Although Mr. Bryan carried the 
State, the vote given me has been par- 
ticularly gratifying. We have tried to 
make a good, fair fight and we pro- 
pose to keep right along in the same 
linds. The Convention’s verdict has by 
no means been recorded yet, but when 
the vote is taken and the candidate se- 
lected, he will receive my cordial sup- 
port.’’

‘1 p. m.—Installed‘in a cozily furnished 
home at 1530 West Division street. 

“I am just as happy now as I can 
be,”’ said Mrs. Burnitz. “I am married 
to the man I have loved for years, and 
all my troubles are over. 

Telly of Experiences. 

“The two months I spent in the iIn- 
sane asylum were terrible. It nearly 
drove me mad. Think of it! For two 
months I was herded in with 82 crazy 
women. 

“‘Morning and evening I had to asso- 
clate and live with those insane per- 
sons. At night I would be awakened by 
shrieks of the inmates. Had it not 
been for the nurses and the superin- 
tendent, Dr. J. B. Green, I would have 
died.

NEW YORK, May 2.—An interesting 
illustration of the way which the money 
of the public passes into the satchels of 
gamblers at the racetracks through the 
failure of the Legislature to enforce the 
constitution was afforded by disclosure 
of the business done by one bookmaker

This bookie wanted to get a bankroll 
big enough to satisfy the jockey club’s 
Letting ring manager of his financial 
ability to make a book in the grand 
Stand betting ring, so he disclosed his 
books to .ne man whom he asked to 
back him. 

The total for six days are given in 
the following table.

The $1478 received in six days by 
this one bookmaker in the field ring 
was made up entirely of small bets, 
put down by clerks, workmen, and 
others of small incomes, who can- 
not afford to pay the $3 admission fee 
to the grand stand. 

The $285 paid out includes all the 
winnings of the victims who put up 
the $1478, as well as gall the expenses 
of the bookmaker. These expenses 
total $108, so that the men and boys 
who wagered $1478 with this bookie 
got back only $177.

Physicians do not agree among themselves 
touching the Marsh case, in New York, in which 
it was charged a patient suffering from hydro- 
phobia was given an opiate to ease the pain. The 
result was that he died an hour or a day sooner 





than if the disease had been left to run its natural 


course. 

Nobody can say that a physician knowingly 
shortens a patient’s life except for what seems 
to him the best of reasons. In this case it was 
pure humanity and the kindliest spirit which dic- 
tated the administration of the drug. 

Nevertheless, did he know—did he know beyond 

peradventure—that his patient would die, with 
tor without the drug? Science has committed atro- 


tious blunders and made many erroneous calcula- | 


tions which have led to the most disastrous 6on- 
clusions. And medical science is not the least of 
the offenders. Does any physician ever really 
know that his patient will die, before he dies? The 
question seems absurd, but in the light of the 
long history of medical mistakes is it so very ab- 
surd? 

So far of the purely scientific aspect of the ques- 
tion. But is the physician who does this thing any 
safer on moral grounds? It seems to the lay on- 
looker that there is not an inch of moral ground 
for him to stand on. Since, behind all the argu- 
ments and hair-splitting excuses and distinctions, 
there is the simple, terse, blunt command: “Thou 
shalt not kill.” The force of that command can 
not be weakened by all the pleas of sympathy, 
kindness, humanity and what not. We, sympa- 
thize with a physician who must witness the 
agony of a dying patien*:, knowing that he can 
give him peace by destroying his life.

On the 
contrary these allies are careful to explain that 
they do not hold briefs for monopoly, nor do they 
defend all the dealings of the monopoly under fire, 
but—here is the sign of the monopoly yoke—they 
deprecate the methods of the champion of the peo- 
ple. They find fault with the tactics of the anti- 
monopoly campaign. They express the fear that 
business may be injured by assaults on franchise 
interests. They insinuate that the blows directed 
at corporate greed are damaging to the commun- 
ity. By indirection and inuendo they endeaver to 
convey the impression thet the anti-monopoly 
fignters are enemies of society. In short, these 
coward adherents of monopoly are its “snipers,” 
who sneak in the rear trying to pick off the men 
ir. the trenches fighting the battles of the people 
against injustice. Fortunately, the people are 
not deceived. They quickly discover the enemy in 
the brush. They know their friends. 
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THE HUMAN CACTUS IN THE DESERT. 

Dame Nature considerately placed the cactus 
away out on the waste and desert places of earth, 
where it might bristle to its heart’s content with- 
out damaging anybody’s cuticle. So. Commander- 
in-Chief Roosevelt, imitating Nature’s wisdom, 
selected the sandy solitude of Arizona for a hu- 
man prickly pear in the shape of an army colonel. 

There is something almost poetic in the fitness 
of the idea. How ideally the punishment. re- 
sponds to the crime. The man with the “im- 
possible” and “pernicious” disposition who affects 
society like nettles ought to be rendered incom- 
municado and put off at the greatest geographical 
distance where the very possibilities of irritation 
are minimized. 

Yet if every disagreeable fellow were to be 
thus dispcsed of, how uncomfortably crowded the 
Cestrt ‘vould soon become! 
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As a matter of pure economics, a lawyer’s serv- 
ices are worth what he ccn get for them, like 
wheat or pig lead or rock candy. But it is unwise 
to apply the rule of “‘all that the traffic will bear” 
without some gentle mitigation. A dollar or two 
should be left in the client’s pocket as a nucleus 
for future fees. The woman who killed the goose 
that laid the golden eggs was loyal to political 
economy and charged all the traffic would bear. 
But she charged only once. Her lucrative prac- 
tice died with the goose. 
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THE BRIDGE TRUST’S $2,000,000 A YEAR. 

In the Government’s suit to dissolve the Bridge 
Trust Mr. Albert T. Perkins, the terminals ex- 
pert, testified to the great ultimate fact that 
illuminates and explains the interest, the attitude 
and the whole purpose of the Trust—namely that 
its profit was $2,000,000 a year from the bridge 
arbitrary while that was in full force. That is 
a plain fact which the public can understand 
without effort and from which the inferences are 
obvious. 

Two millions a year, wrung from the manufac- 
turers, merchants and consumers of St. Louis, and 
to the distinct detriment of the city as a city, as 
a center of commerce and a place of residence, 
nevertheless supplied an overwhelming motive 
to the trust to hold on and to fight the people’s 
interest to the last ditch—a fight in which it is 
still engaged. : 

Is the consideration the same today? Is the 
profit the same? On benalf of the trust it is al- 
leged that the arbitrary has been “absorbed” to 
a considerable extent, but the fact stands out that 
on the short-haul business the arbitrary remains. 
Finally, we have the general and vague admis- 
sion, reluctantly given from the witness stand 
in the Government’s suit that the trust still 
makes a fair profit on its bridge properties. 

Two million profits in a single year would build 
the Merchants’ Bridge and its approaches. Two 
years’ profits would build the free bridge. The 
total value of the Eads Bridge property, includ- 
ing the tunnel and both approaches, was repre- 
sented by ten millions—five years of such profits. 
With a capital proportioned on an interest basis 
to the annual extortions they yield to the Bridge 
Trust, the manufacturers, merchants and consum- 
ers generally of St. Louis could bridge the Mis- 
sissippi a full dozen times. 

Yet a single free bridge, costing but twice what 
the arbitrary has exacted in a single year, will go 
‘ar to break monopoly’s throttle hold, independent- 
ly of the force of the laws of the land. A compari- 
son of the figures and a survey of the possibili- 
ties eloquently shows the people’s free bridge in- 
vestment to be worth while. A saving of many 





millions and relief for many years ‘is promised}. 


for.a single investment of $3,500,000. The fig- 
ures powerfully urge haste in the work. 

The investment is provided for without a per- 
ceptible burden to the taxpayer. It remains only 
for the people to compel their servants to push 
the work. 
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A simple comparison of consumers’ electric 
lights bills of this month with the corre- 
sponding bills of last year reveals more truth in 
a minute than expert testimony could disprove 
in years.

He is in the Jockey 
Club weight-for-age race in a mile and 
a furlong, on Tuesday, and in the Bel- 
mont Stakes at a mile and three fur- 
longs, on Saturday. The former event 
will be worth $5000 and the latter has a 
guaranteed 'walue to the winner of $21,- 
000, with plate worth $1000 donated by 
August Belmont. 

The race for the Jockey Club stakes 
will be a fine workout ‘for Colin. There 
is not an old horse in training that can 
beat him at weight for age. Jack At- 
kin and Frank Gill, the best of the 4- 
year-old division, are eligibls for the 
race. Each horse must carry 126 pounds 
to Colin’s 109... Nealon, the Suburban 
winner of last season, will have to carry 
129 pounds if he starts. This light weight 
would seem like a feather to Colin, for 
he has been accustomed to carry big 
weights since he began to race. 
Hessian, Is Formidable. 
In the opinion of most trainers, the 3- 
year-old hrown colt, Hessian, is at pres- 
ent Colin’s most formidable opporent 
for stake honors. He is an entrant in 
the Jockey Club Stakes. He will meet 
Colin on even terms. That he is @ colt 
of high class was made evident the day 
he defeated Superman in a romp at the 
Jamaica track. He was not at his best, 
but he won easily. He had Superman 
under a hard drive from first to last. 
A..J. Joyner believes he owns a $25,000 
colt: in Hessian, and he has so much 
faith in him that he will not dodge a 
meeting with Colin when hats colt is in 
perfect racing form. 
Colin’s principal opponents in the 
Belmont Stakes are Bar None, Stamina, 
Meelick, Uncle, Fair Play end King 
James.
